W ashington, Dec. 5. (ZP)—John 
D. Sm all turned in his resignation 
today as civilian production ad­ 
m inistrator w ith the assertion that 
industrial transition from w ar to 
peace “ is largely behind us.” 
The 53-year-old Chicago busi­ 
nessm an and form er naval officer, 
whose agency was set up to facili­ 
tate in d u stry ’s reconversion, told 
P resident T ru m an iii a letter: 
“ For 
the 
past several months 
wre have had practically full em ­ 
ploym ent. 
Production 
has 
been 
the highest in our peacetim e his­ 
tory. F or these reasons I believe 
that Hie industrial transition from 
w ar to peace is largely behind us. | 
I do not mean to im ply that all of 
ou r problem s have 
been 
over­ 
come. 
“ H ow ever, 
once 
the 
difficult 
labor-m anagem ent problem s con­ 
fronting th e country are solved— 
and I am confident th at they will 
be solved—still higher levels of 
production will pave the w ay to 
an even higher standard of living 
for th e A m erican people.” 
S m all’s resignation comes at a 
tim e w hen adm inistration atto r­ 
neys are w hipping into shape a 
j form ula for setting up one over­ 
all liquidation agency to carry on 
the rem aining functions of CPA, 
OPA an d other em ergency a g e n ­ 
cies.

Coal and lignite can be convert­ 
ed into gaseous and liquid

Coolers 
and Eskimo Pop-Pie, it was an­ 
nounced by U. F. Asselin, Norway, 
who was a business visitor in Es­ 
canaba yesterday. 
Products manufactured in Nor­ 
way under the new franchise will 
b e 'distributed to dealers and 
Ice 
cream manufacturers 
throughout 
the peninsula in special, refriger­ 
ated trucks, requiring three 
new 
mobile units in addition to Asse- 
lin’s regular fleet. 
Construction of special 
depart­ 
ments 
and 
installation of new 
equipment for the 
new7 business 
was begun several months ago at 
the Asselin plant, which 
is 
now 
the largest production unit of its 
kind in the Peninsula. Included is 
a new 40-horsepower refrigerating 
unit and a complete, mass-produc- 
tion, brine-freezing 
system. 
The 
plant 
is 
capable 
of 
producing 
about 2.000 dozen ice-cream bars 
per day. 
In addition, a 
new 
room 
has 
been provided, with 
glazed-tile 
walls, and the newest innovations 
for maximum efficiency, 
sanita­ 
tion and convenience. 
Floors 
of 


the room are heat-treated, for the 
comfort and health of the workers. | 
18 Mobile Units 
Eighteen mobile units will now 
distribute all 
products of 
the 
plant, including Eskimo Pies 
and 
allied units, to dealers in the Pen­ 
insula. Forty persons are employ­ 
ed, and this 
figure 
will 
be 
in­ 
creased to 50 next summer, when 
school students are offered vaca­ 
tion jobs. 
Manufacture of the Eskimo Pies 
is, in itself, a marked "departure 
from previous 
ice-cream-making 
methods.
